LUDLOW -- Following the 
recent, untimely passing of se- 
nior Joshua Hurst, Ludlow High 
School has created the “Joshua 
Hurst Memorial Scholarship 
Fund.” 

Hurst died after a Nov. 30 
car accident. 

LHS Principal Lisa Nemeth 
said the scholarship fund was 
put together on Dec. 1, the day 
after Hurst died. 

“We moved pretty quick and 
spoke with the family,” Nemeth 
said. 

Hurst’s family was deter- 
mined to do something to help 
keep the memory of their son 
alive in the community, Nemeth 
said. 

“So we said we’d take over 
the reins help them with this,” 
she said. 

A multi-sport varsity athlete 
at LHS, Hurst, of Indian Or- 
chard, had plans to study busi- 
ness in college and wanted to 
open up a barber shop.

ship fund have not yet been de- 
cided. Nemeth said she planned 
to touch base with Hurst’s fami- 





ly again after his funeral, which 
was held Monday. 

“Tt will go to a high school 
senior, based off of the par- 
ent’s recommendation,’ said 
Nemeth. 

“It’s just so up in the air 
right now. Sometimes we’ve 
done one scholarship per year, 
sometimes we do three, four, 
depending on how much mon- 
ey we raise.” 

Nemeth said she “actually 
got to know Josh pretty well 
last year, due to the success 
of the boys basketball team’’ 
and that it was obvious he had 
a positive impact on his peers. 

“IT went to a lot of games 
and spoke with the team quite 
often,’ she said. 

“He was very liked. Teach- 
ers could say how polite he 
was and he was known for 
his warm smile. They said he 
always tried to be in a good 
mood and bring a relaxed at- 
mosphere into the classroom 
to have a calming effect on 
many people.”

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SPRINGFIELD — _ Sen. 
Eric P. Lesser hosted a virtual 
forum last week that focused 
on housing during the pandemic 
and the eviction moratorium. 

He was joined by a panel of 
housing organization represen- 
tatives and nonprofit leaders to 
discuss efforts to manage the 
housing crisis and policy solu- 
tions to alleviate the effects of 
the pandemic. The group em- 
phasized that while housing was 
an important issue before the 
pandemic, it has highlighted the 
inequalities and internal needs 
in how housing management has 
operated. 

The forum concentrated on 
housing shortages and increased 
issues with housing finance 
and affordability. The panelists 
pointed to the increased use of 
the RAFT program, the decade’s 
long wait times for Section 8 
housing vouchers, and that pri- 
or to the pandemic, one in four 
renters in the region were invest- 
ing over half of their income to- 
wards their housing costs.

about how we sustain families

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Hearing to 
consider plans 
for 8-home 
subdivision

LUDLOW — A proposal for 
a new subdivision could take a 
big step forward this week. 

The town’s planning de- 
partment has a hearing sched- 
uled for Thursday to consider 
an application by developer 
Sodi Inc. to build single-family 
homes on eight various-sized 
lots on what is now a large 
parcel of wooded wetlands on 
Chapin Street. 

Preliminary plans for the 
proposed cul-de-sac conform 
with the zoning for the prop- 
erty and shows lots ranging in 
size from the minimum required 
15,000 square feet up to 133,000 
square feet. 

“They’re not all cookie cut- 
ter-sized lots,’ Ludlow Town 
Planner Douglas J. Stefancik 
said. 

The expected price point for 
the homes on the smaller lots 
would be in the half million-dol- 
lar range, according to Ste- 
fancik, who noted that the cost 
of building has risen noticeably 
during the COVID-19 pandemic. 

Sodi, whose principal is 
Ralph Catua of East Longmead- 
ow, would be responsible for 
infrastructure such as the road, 
sidewalks, water/sewer and un- 
derground power lines. The lots 
would be required to have 90- 
foot setbacks. Stefancik said it’s 
unclear if Catua would build all 
the homes, sell vacant lots., or 
some combination of the two. 

“As long as they meet the 
regulations, people will be al- 
lowed to build houses there.” 

Because of the nature of the 
property, the builder also will 
need to secure a wetlands permit. 

From a town planning per- 
spective, a new subdivision is 
a good thing for Ludlow, Ste- 
fancik said. 

“We’re fortunate to see a 
healthy amount of develop- 
ment,” he said. “It’s been a driv- 
ing force for economic devel- 
opment especially for that area. 
The town has been very support 
of development.”

Community Policing account gets a boost 


Ludlow Police 
Department donation

LUDLOW — Law enforce- 
ment is there for the communi- 
ty. And in Ludlow, the commu- 
nity 1s there for the police. 

The Ludlow Police Depart- 
ment recently received many 
generous donations to its com- 
munity policing account. Police 
Chief Daniel Valadas said this 
account started in 1992 and has 
been used to help fund initia- 
tives such as bike patrolling and 
the community policing acade- 
my. 

“[’m trying to put as many 
donations into that account as 
possible,’ said Valadas. “I in- 
creased our effort with our 
bike patrols this year. I want to 
reinitiate that a little more than 
what we’ve done in the past 
few years. This isn’t money 
that goes for payroll. It goes for 
equipment.” 

One of the recent purchases 
the department made were 18 
new jackets to keep the patrol 
officers warm during the winter 
season. 

One of the donors respon- 
sible for making this purchase 
possible was People’s Bank in 
Ludlow, which donated $2,500. 
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People’s Bank in Ludlow recently made a sizable donation to the town’s police department. Shown here

Banking Center Manager Scott 
Ganhao said “It’s special to 
People’s Bank to help those that 
protect the community.” 

Ganhao said the bank is 
aware that municipal services 
like the Ludlow PD are com- 
peting for a dwindling pool 
of resources because of the 
COVID-19 pandemic and want- 
ed to help fill the void. 

“When we noticed there was 
a need for the police officer to 
get new coats for the winter, we 
helped pitch in. With COVID, 
there’s been a big strain on fed- 
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eral budgets and municipalities, 
so this was People’s Bank’s op- 
portunity to step in as a good 
neighbor.” 

Can-am Fibers ($500), Bar- 
bara and Audrey Consolmagno 
($1000), Penny and Mike Lebel 
($200) Interstate Towing ($250) 
and the Back the Blue Car Pa- 
rade which raised up $260 also 
donated to the Police Depart- 
ment fund. 

Valadas expressed gratitude 
on behalf of himself and the rest 
of the department. 

“In current times right now, 
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I can’t say how much it means 
for my officers and police de- 
partment to receive support like 
this,’ he said. 

“When I can save, get this 
type of equipment and not put it 
on the expense of the taxpayers 
of Ludlow, I think that it goes 
a long way for businesses and 
people to come forward and 
give donations.” 

According to Valadas, the 
patrol officers are extremely 
happy because the department 
had a “hodgepodge” of uni- 
forms. 
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“Some older officers that 
used to be on the bike like my- 
self, would give our equipment 
to the younger ones,” he said. 
“Some of that equipment was 
getting a little worn.” 

Valadas also acknowledged 
Sgt. Sean Knox and Officer 
Jhon Wielblad as the primary 
facilitators of bike patrol pur- 
chases and training. He ex- 
plained the importance of offi- 
cers being seen by the public as 
accessible. 

“It’s a great way for people 
to say hi, even if they just honk 
and wave,” said Valadas. 

“When the officer stops, peo- 
ple just seem more receptive to 
talk.” 

When the bike patrol officers 
come off their shifts, Valadas 
said, he hears stories about the 
friendly interactions he had with 
citizens who just come over to 
talk. 

“You don’t get that expe- 
rience in the cruiser,’ he said. 
“Positive reinforcement for the 
officer is positive for the com- 
munity.”

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Neal praises House passage of pro-cannabis MORE Act 


REGION - U.S. Rep. Richard E. 
Neal, chairman of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, was among those 
who voted in favor of the “Marijuana 
Opportunity Reinvestment and Expunge- 
ment Act of 2020” last week. 

The bill, which seeks to reclassify 
cannabis as a non-dangerous substance 
with medical benefits and decriminalize 
sales and possession nationwide, passed 
the House 228 to 164. If it passes the 
Senate and becomes law, the legislation, 
introduced by N.Y. Rep. Jerrold Nadler, 
would essentially create a U.S. model of 
the cannabis policy adopted by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

“Today’s House consideration of the 
Marijuana Opportunity Reinvestment and 
Expungement Act of 2020 or the MORE 
Act marks an important step in mitigat- 
ing the impacts of the historically racist 
war on drugs,” Neal said after the Dec. 4 
vote. 

“This legislation will reform our fed- 
eral criminal laws while also making in- 
vestments in and empowering communi- 
ties of color and those adversely affected 
by current unjust policies,” he said. 

Specifically, the proposed law re- 
moves marijuana from the list of sched- 
uled substances under the Controlled 
Substances Act and eliminates criminal 
penalties for an individual who manufac- 
tures, distributes, or possesses marijuana. 

The bill also makes other changes, in- 
cluding the following: replaces statutory 
references to marijuana and marihuana 
with cannabis requires the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics to regularly publish demo- 
graphic data on cannabis business owners 
and employees establishes a trust fund to 
support various programs and services 
for individuals and businesses in commu- 
nities impacted by the war on drugs im- 
poses a 5% tax on cannabis products and 
requires revenues to be deposited into the

“This change to federal law does not 
undermine the ability of states to apply

federal taxation. The excise tax that is es- 
tablished by the bill is similar to those for 
alcohol and tobacco,” Neal said. 

“By creating a legal marijuana mar- 
ket that is subject to federal taxation, this 
legislation also creates an opportunity 
trust fund that will increase opportunities 
for individuals and communities affect- 
ed by the War on Drugs. The opportuni- 
ty trust fund will fund programs such as 
job training, reentry services, and sub- 
Stance use disorder services, as well as 
assistance to small businesses owned by 
socially and economically disadvantaged 
individuals.”

A complex and 


costly question: 
Will the doctor 
see me now?

Imagine you’re trav- 
eling out of state to vis- 
it family. When you’re 
15 minutes from grand- 
ma’s house, you decide 
to let her know you'll 
be arriving soon. 

For some _ reason, 
your mobile phone 
doesn’t connect. So 
you stop at a payphone 
to call your phone pro- 
vider. They tell you they shut off your ser- 
vice because you entered a new state. 

This scenario may seem absurd, but it’s 
an apt analogy for the regulatory regime 
governing many U.S. doctors. 

Telemedicine technology made it easier 
for physicians to provide care from afar. But 
thanks to onerous medical licensing rules, a 
doctor’s ability to practice medicine vanish- 
es at the state border. 

Government officials rolled back many 
of these rules in response to COVID-19. 
Those rollbacks should remain permanent. 

Each state requires that physicians take a 
combination of qualifying exams to receive 
a medical license. The exams vary from 
State to state, as does the minimum amount 
of postgraduate training. This is all added 
onto the tests every licensed doctor must 
pass, including the U.S. Medical Licensing 
Examination. 

This system is complex and costly. A 
physician can expect to pay anywhere from 
$35 in Pennsylvania to $1,425 in Nevada for 
application and license fees. The wait to re- 
ceive a license ranges from three weeks in 
Hawaii to nine months in New Jersey. He or 
she might also have to pay an additional fee 
to renew the license every few years. 

There is a network of 29 states, plus the 
District of Columbia, that allows physi- 
cians licensed in one state to easily acquire 
a license in another. As of March 2019, less 
than 1% of registered physicians had taken 
advantage of that network. In 2018, nearly 
80% of registered physicians had one med- 
ical license. 

This system limits doctors’ ability to 
provide care where it’s needed most. Tele- 
health renders these licensing rules even 
more nonsensical. Pre-pandemic, a_phy- 
sician had to have a license in a patient’s 
home state to provide remote care — wheth- 
er a quick check-up or a consultation with a 
specialist. 

Federal officials recognized how these 
rules present a serious barrier to care during 
the pandemic. In a coronavirus hotspot like 
New York, doctors had no time for a person 
who needed a prescription refill. But there 
were plenty in the nation’s interior, where 
the pandemic hadn’t yet spread. 

In March, the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services allowed doctors to re- 
ceive payment from Medicare and Medicaid 
for telehealth services delivered across state 
lines. 

In August, Sen. Chris Murphy (D-Conn.) 
and Sen. Roy Blunt (R-Mo.) introduced 
bipartisan legislation that would allow 
physicians to treat patients, either virtual- 
ly or in-person, across state lines for the 
COVID-19 pandemic and “for future nation-

ber Tony Goncalves, a former plan- 
ning board member and the board’s 
planning representative, said absent 
any issues that would make the project 
non-conforming with the parcel’s zon- 
ing, he doesn’t anticipate opposition.

limited in basketball modifications

REGION — Modifications 
for boys and girls basketball 
have been released and the 
game will look a little differ- 
ent, though significant limits 
to fan attendance will restrict 
how many can see the differ- 
ent-looking game. 

In Western Massachusetts, 
the Pioneer Valley Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Conference 
has decided the first practices 
will not take place until Jan. 
4. Several other areas of the 
states are following suit. With 
no playoffs scheduled for the 
winter season, the various re- 
gions have the flexibility to 


decide when schools will be- 
gin and end play. 

The Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Associa- 
tion has set a Dec. 14 date as 
the soonest teams can start 
practicing. Several Central 
Massachusetts schools’ will 
start practicing then with con- 
tests likely to begin right after 
the new year. 

One rule that will be con- 
sistent throughout all sports is 
the mask mandate. 

Participants must wear 
masks or face coverings at 
all times will participating in 
practices or games. The one 
caveat is that all schools have 
the ability to designate areas 
where athletes can take “mask 


breaks.” There will be areas 
designated for those breaks, 
especially during basketball 
games where players going 
up and down the court many 
times wearing a mask may 
need to catch a breath when 
the whistle blows. Because 
of the close contact involved 
with playing basketball, there 
was no way to play the sport 
safely without masks being 
worn. 

The game will see mod- 
ifications, but nothing too 
drastic and more along the 
way the timing, and setup of 
the game. Gameplay will be 
largely similar though differ- 
ent ideas were discussed to 
maintain distancing. 


Like many other sports, 
the pre-game will be simpli- 
fied. Only one captain will 
meet with the referees prior 
to the game. Starting lineups 
will likely be announced, but 
the traditional “high-five” 
lines will not be allowed, 
along with handshakes with 
the opposing coach. 

There will be emphasis 
during game play to enforce 
rules about freedom of move- 
ment and closely guarding op- 
posing players. Defenders are 
not allowed to impede prog- 
ress of offensive players, and 
will enforce the five-second

LUDLOW — The Western Mass. 
Pioneers will be adding a USL Acad- 
emy League soccer team in 2021. 
The New England Mutiny are also in 
the process of forming an Academy 
soccer team. 

Both Academy soccer squads, 
which will be playing their home 
matches at historic Lusitano Stadi- 
um in Ludlow, will be made up of 
the top U16-U19 prospects from the 
Western Mass. area. 

“In club soccer, you’re limited to 
certain age groups,” said Joe Ferrara, 
who’s the owner of the Mutiny and 
the new Pioneers General Manag- 
er.

rule on players who are be- 
ing closely guarded. 

The jump ball will be 
eliminated in favor of a 
simple coin toss to give 
possession of the ball to 
one team. Alternating pos- 
session will then prevail 
like the rest of the game 
typically does. 

Free throws will look 
a bit different with just 
four players allowed with 
the shooter. Normally six 
players are allowed. When 
a player is awarded two or 
three free throws, they will 
shoot alone until the final 
shot to limit the time play- 
ers are in close contact. 

One bigger chance that 
affects the end-of-game 
Strategy for teams is the 
“intentional” fouls used to 
try and gain possessions 
for a team that is trailing.

The Town of Palmer is 
leading a regional Microen- 
terprise Assistance Grant Pro- 
gram, awarding up to $10,000 
to eligible area businesses, in- 
cluding in Ludlow, that have 
experienced financial loss due 
to Covid-19 and the associated 
shut downs. 

Eligible businesses must 
have five employees or fewer 
(including the owner), must 
have been in business since 
Jan. 1, 2019, and must be able 
to demonstrate revenue loss 
caused by the pandemic. The 
business owner’s family in- 
come must fall within certain 
limits. Other eligibility re- 
quirements apply. 

The Town of Palmer was 
awarded $700,000 in  feder- 
al Community Development 
Block Grant funds. The mon- 
ey is provided by the USS. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development through 
the Federal CARES Act and 
administered by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Housing 
and Community Development) 
for this regional program. The 


Quaboag Valley Community 
Development Corporation, lo- 
cated in Ware, is administering 
the program locally. 

“We are grateful to the fed- 
eral government and the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
to have this opportunity to 
assist our region’s small busi- 
nesses during this very diffi- 
cult time.” says Sarah Szcze- 
bak, community development 
director for the Town of Palm- 
er.
